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(54) NETWORKING LIBRARY SYSTEM 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To protect the copyright of digital contents of an 
electronized library and to write a memo to digital contents to be lent by storing 
the memo to be writtenan underlineetc.and the position of the memoetc.on the 
digital contents in a summary collation table. 

SOLUTION: On a browser terminal Tithe item contents of the digital contents and 
the contents of an individual summary collation table or basic summary collation 
table are displayed transparently one over the other; and a memo and an underline 
can be written and a bookmark can be inserted. Namelythe memo and underline 
are written in the individual summary collation table or basic summary collation 
table and the bookmark is insertedso that the digital contents are displayed as if 
the memo and underline were written in the digital contents themselves and the 
bookmark were inserted. The actual memounderlineand bookmark are held 
together with their position information by using page identifiersline identifiersand 
character number identifiers and entered corresponding to the corresponding lines 
and corresponding characters of the corresponding pages of the digital contents.

[Claim 1]In a networking library which provides a function for which a visitor 
peruses digital contents saved electronically with an electronic technique via a 
Local Area Network or a wide area networklt corresponds to digital contents 
predetermined [ of the above-mentioned digital contents ]A digital contents name 
identifiera page identifiera line identifieran abstract contrast table providing means 



and; digital content identifier that provide an abstract contrast table where a 
character discrimination child is indicatedAn abstract contrast table where a 
visitor identifierthe last use dateand special affairs are indicated as an individual 
abstract contrast table which belongs to a predetermined individuallndividual 
special affairs containing ** which starts the above-mentioned abstract contrast 
table corresponding to the above-mentioned digital contents of individual abstract 
contrast table accumulation and a management tool accumulated and managedand; 
request at the time of an inspectionand shows a position of the above-mentioned 
digital contentsA special-affairs entry means and; same visitor who write down a 
position on the above-mentioned digital contents the above-mentioned special 
affairs should be indicated to be in the above-mentioned individual abstract 
contrast table access the above-mentioned networking library againWhen 
predetermined digital contents are startedthe above-mentioned visitor and the 
above-mentioned predetermined digital contents are identifiedTo the above- 
mentioned individual abstract contrast table. The above-mentioned special affairs 
accumulated in the above-mentioned individual abstract contrast table 
corresponding to digital contents by which the; above-mentioned transmission was 
carried out with a digital contents transmitting means which transmits digital 
contents after a page of digital contents in which ** accumulated is inserted to 
the above-mentioned visitorA networking library system having a duplication 
display control means on which make it overlap and display on digital contents 
transmitted [ above-mentioned land a position on digital contents indicated in the 
above-mentioned individual abstract contrast table is moreover made to display 
the above-mentioned special affairsand;. 

[Claim 2]In Claim 1by number-of-pages number of the above-mentioned digital 
contentsthe number number of lines per pageand several [ No. ] character item. It 
has a document composition facility providing means and; which provide the 
above-mentioned visitor's terminal with a document composition facility which 
enters the; above-mentioned special affairs in the above-mentioned basic abstract 
contrast table as an abstract contrast table management tool which manages the 
above-mentioned abstract contrast tableA figure with which the above-mentioned 
individual abstract contrast table accumulation and management tool constitute 
the above-mentioned digital contentsThe number of page number from a head 
pagethe number of row numbers from a head line of the page concernedand the 
number of character numbers from an initial character of the line concerned are 
used for a position as which the above-mentioned visitor fills in the above- 
mentioned special affairs about a table and a character partA networking library 
system being a means to accumulate in the above-mentioned individual abstract 
contrast table. 

[Claim 3]In Claim 1a memo of the long number of characters exceeding the above- 
mentioned number of characters in the above-mentioned line is considered as 
supplementary notesA networking library system giving supplementary notes 
consecutive numbers automatically to both by the side of a memo and 
supplementary notesand having a means to accumulate the above-mentioned 



supplementary notes in the tail end of the above-mentioned individual abstract 
contrast tablemoreover. 

[Claim 4]A display style of handwriting used in Claim 1 in order to peruse the 
above-mentioned digital contentsA viewer information accumulation means which 
accumulates at least one of character sizethe number of lines of a display pageand 
the numbers of characters of 1 end of a road in the above-mentioned individual 
abstract contrast table as viewer informationand viewer information of a visitor 
2nd after;When viewer information accumulated in the above-mentioned viewer 
information accumulation means differsthe account of the upper A warning 
message which shows that it differsA networking library system having a viewer 
information transmission means which transmits the above-mentioned viewer 
information accumulated before to the above-mentioned visitorand;. 
[Claim 5]A networking library system having an individual abstract contrast table 
reading means in which only a visitor corresponding to the above-mentioned 
individual abstract contrast table can peruse accumulation and the above- 
mentioned individual abstract contrast table currently held in Claim 1 . 
[Claim 6]When the above-mentioned digital contents are deleted from the above- 
mentioned networking library in Claim 1 A deletion information reporting means 
which notifies an applicable visitor of deletion information with an E-mail before 
[ above ] deleting; the above-mentioned individual abstract contrast table by 
which inspection use is not carried out more than a maintenance period set up 
beforehandA networking library system having an individual abstract contrast table 
returning means automatically returned to an applicable visitor by E-mail and;. 
[Claim 7]A networking library system characterized by the above-mentioned 
special affairs being at least one of **a memoand underlines in Claim 1. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention accesses the library which accumulates 
much digital contents electronically via a networkand on the terminal of a house or 
a companyln the networking library to which a visitor reads a book in desired 
digital contentsit is related with the system which writes in a memo and an 
underline to digital contentsor inserts ** in them. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] "Operating and the device of an electronic 
document" are indicated by JPH5-73543Aand thisFor the document handling 
device by which exclusive usesuch as a word processor and a workstationwas 
electronizedwith the above-mentioned device. By drawing up and memorizing the 
memo document as MEMODETA and memorizing the physical relationship data of 
a memo document and a former document/non-[ with a memo ] **** is specified 
and a document is outputted. 



[0003]A "personal digital book device" is indicated by JPH9-101971 Aand this 
deviceWhen it is related with personal digital book devicessuch as a dictionarya 
dictionaryand a manualand two or more persons access the same personal digital 
book from one set of a terminalit has a management tool of the individual 
additional information which performs addition to a digital bookchangeand 
elimination for every individual. 

[0004] "A comment attachment systemthe comment attachment methodand a 
cooperative work supporting system" are indicated by JPH9-101937Aand 
thisUsing the information processing terminal of a multi window systemit is a 
comment attachment system holding the physical relationship of the comment 
attached to a display documentand this commentand is several different placesand 
the comment attachment cooperation working performed by two or more persons 
cooperating is shown. 

[0005]By the waylibrary service is widely provided as public service. A visitor 
peruses the digital contents where a networking library is saved electronically with 
an electronic technique via a Local Area Network (LAN) or a wide area network 
(WAN). 

It is the service which provides a soundan imageetc. to a general user through the 
network of LAN or WAN similarly as digital contents electronically processed in 
the books of the paper basis in the conventional library. 

[0006] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Howeverin the above-mentioned 
conventional exampleit cannot say writing in a memo and an underline to the 
digital contents of the electronized libraryor inserting ** in them as a fully 
utilizable thing for various Reasons. 

[0007]That issince it is necessary to use the same word processor as an 
electronic document creation toolor word processor softwareand to write in and 
insert into the document concerned when writing a memo and an underline in the 
electronized document in the above-mentioned conventional exampleThere is a 
problem that a digital contents visitor has to have the same document handling 
device (for examplea word processor or word processor software) as an author. 
[0008]There is a problem that it is necessary to have a mechanism for memorizing 
a write-in memoan underlineand the position information and the data itself of 
****** by the visitor side. 

[0009]The screen constitution (a character fontthe number of lines of 1 pagethe 
number of characters of one lineetc.) of the display screen to one an electronic 
document/digital bookSince it changes with a visitor's liking etc. and this is not 
assumedwhen the digital book accumulated in a server and a user link the 
individual additional information added and changed to a digital book and generate 
display informationthere is a problem that a gap arises. 

[0010]The screen which displays the mark (mark given to the specific place of a 
file) to which a comment is attached when it links the comment attached to the 
file in bilateral workSince the screen displayed on a file in piles becomes plurality 



like [ as the comment sentence which displays the above-mentioned commentand 
the screen which displays the leading line related with the position information on 
a mark ]there is a problem that the screen control is complicated. 
[0011]On the other handthe books (booksa sound and video information) in a 
networking library are named digital contents genericallyan author exists in each of 
the above-mentioned digital contentsand copyright must be protected. The digital 
contents in a networking library are all visitors 1 common property like the 
conventional library. Thereforea memothe writing of an underlineand no insertion 
of ** are permitted by the digital contents themselves lent out. Thereforein the 
above-mentioned conventional examplethere is a problem which inserts ** which 
cannot write the memo or underline as a memo in digital contentsand shows 
progress of reading that things cannot be carried out. 
[0012]This invention protects the copyright of the digital contents of the 
electronized libraryAndwithout making memowriting of an underlineand insertion of 
** the digital contents themselves lent outlt aims at providing the networking 
library system which can insert ** in the above-mentioned digital contentsand can 
write in a memo and an underline to them. 
[0013] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]When a basic abstract contrast table 
corresponding to digital contents is beforehand prepared as a templateand a 
visitor writes a memo in the above-mentioned abstract contrast table and inserts 
writing of an underlineand ** in it if neededthis inventionA position on digital 
contents which should write in a memoan underline and ** which should be written 
inand a memoan underline and ** is memorized to the above-mentioned abstract 
contrast tableAccumulate and manage this written-in contrast table as an 
individual abstract contrast table for every visitorand at the time of the same 
visitor's re access by page number of the above-mentioned digital contentsa row 
number in a pageand a character number in a line. A position of the above- 
mentioned digital contents is managed and a memoan underlineand ** are 
displayed on a position written in corresponding to the digital contents concerned 
in piles. 
[0014] 

[An embodiment of the invention and working example] Drawing 1 is a block 
diagram showing networking library system NL1 which is one working example of 
this invention. 

[0015]Networking library system NLIThe function in which a visitor peruses the 
digital contents saved electronically with an electronic technique is provided via 
the networks NWsuch as a Local Area Network (LAN) and a wide area network 
(WAN)and the reader terminal T1T2 - Tm. 

[0016] Drawing 2 is a figure showing correspondence with each digital contentsand 
the basic abstract contrast table corresponding to this and the individual abstract 
contrast table by which storage and preservation is carried out for every individual 
in networking library system NL1. 

[0017]Networking library system NL1 is provided with the following. 



The server 1 1 for digital contents which accommodates a digital contents group. 
The server 12 for basic abstract contrast table groups which accommodates a 
basic abstract contrast table group. 

The server 13 for individual abstract contrast table groups which accommodates 
an individual abstract contrast table group. 

The personal information and the server 14 for mail addresses which 
accommodates personal information and a mail addressand the digital contents 
memo addition server 15. 

[0018]The digital contents group is constituted by digital contents 1^ - 11 n . 
[0019]The basic abstract contrast table group is constituted by basic abstract 
contrast table 12 1 - 12 n . Here basic abstract contrast table 12j - 12 n It is 
constituted by the individual identifier of the digital contents (books) by which 
predetermined was digitizedthe page identifier which identifies each page in 
predetermined digital contentsthe line identifier which identifies each line in each 
pageand the character discrimination child who identifies the character in each line. 
That isit can be said that basic abstract contrast table 12 1 - 12 n are primary 
identifier lists which are the basic forms of the list of identifiers so to speak. 
[0020]The individual abstract contrast table group is constituted by individual 
abstract contrast table 13^-13^ accumulated for every individual - 13 mn . Here 
individual abstract contrast table 13 u - 13 1n About digital contents 11 t are each 
individual abstract contrast table of the 1st visitor - the visitor of n public 
noticeand individual abstract contrast table 13 21 - 13 2n About digital contents 
1 1 2 are each individual abstract contrast table of the 1st visitor - the visitor of n 
public noticeand individual abstract contrast table 13 m1 ~ 1 3 mn It is an abstract 
contrast table of respectively the exclusive use [ / digital contents 1 1 m]ofthe i st visitor- 

the visitor of n public notice. In the abstract contrast table classified by eacha digital contents name identifiera visitor tdentifierThe position 
(position pinpointed by page identifierline identifiera character number identifieretc.) in special affairssuch as the last use datevisitor 
environment informationthe contents of a memoan underlineand **and the digital contents of the special affairs is indicated. That isit can be 
said that individual abstract contrast table 131 1 - 13mn are individual identifier lists in which the list of identifiers is individually provided for 
every digital contents and every visitor so to speak. 

[0021 ]The personal information in personal information and the server 14 for mail addresses is a visitor's personal information. 
[0022]A digital contents memo is a memo which a predetermined visitor fills in about predetermined digital contentsand the digital contents 
memo addition server 15It is a server which provides selectively the networking library service containing the application which realizes a 
networking library system. 

[0023] Drawing 3 is a Figure showing an example of digital contents 1 11 in above-mentioned working exampleand an example of basic abstract 
contrast table 1 21 . 

[0024]Digitai contents 11 1 is booksand basic abstract contrast table 121 is constituted by the digital contents name identifier in digital 
contents 1 1 1the page identifierthe line identifierand the character discrimination child. Digital contents 1 1 2 - 1 1m are the same as that of 
digital contents 11 land basic abstract contrast table 122 - 12m are the same as that of basic abstract contrast table 121. 
[0025] Drawing 4 is a figure showing an example of individual abstract contrast table 1311 in above-mentioned working example. 
[0026]lndividual abstract contrast table 131 1 is the 1st visitor's basic abstract contrast table about digital contents 1 11. To individual 
abstract contrast table 1311a digital contents name identtfierThe consecutive numbers of supplementary notes and supplementary notes are 
provided in everything but the position (position pinpointed by page identifierline identifiera character number identifieretc.) in special 



affairssuch as a visitor identifierthe last use datevisitor environment informationthe contents of a memoan underlineand **and the digital 
contents of the special affairs. The above-mentioned supplementary notes are the notes about the memo of the long number of characters 
exceeding the number of characters in one lineconsecutive numbers are automatically given to both by the side of a memo and 
supplementary notesandmoreoverthe above-mentioned supplementary notes are accumulated in them in the tail end of the above-mentioned 
individual abstract contrast table. 

[0027]Each contents of individual abstract contrast table 1312 - 13mn are the same as the above-mentioned contents of individual abstract 
contrast table 1311. 

[0028] D rawing 5 is a shown figure the display example in the user terminal T1 in above-mentioned working exampleand drawing 5 (1)Special 
affairs shown in the individual abstract contrast table in the display of the user terminal T1 in above-mentioned working example C) [ a note 
and ] It is a figure showing the screen image at the time of displaying in piles the display surface which displays an underline**etc. on the 
digital contents themselvesand drawing 5 (2) is a figure showing the display surface which displays the special affairs (a memoan 
underHne**etc.) shown in drawing 5 (1 ). 

[0029]It may be made to assume things other than a memoan underlineand ** as the above-mentioned special affairs. 
[0030]Nextoperation of above-mentioned working example is explained. 

[0031]The reader terminals T1-Tm which a predetermined visitor uses are connected to networking library system NL1 via the wide area or 
the local network NW. The above-mentioned visitor accesses the digital contents memo addition server 15 hereBased on the personal 
information accommodated in personal information and the server 14 for mail addressesuser authentication is performed and desired digital 
contents are chosen from the service which networking library system NL1 provides by the digital contents memo addition server 15. The 
digital contents chosen are accumulated in the server 1 1 for digital contents groups. 
[0032] Drawing 6 is a flow chart which shows operation of above-mentioned working example concretely. 

[0033]Firsta visitor (user) chooses the digital contents which desire an inspectionAfter networking library system NL1 checks the above- 
mentioned selection operation(S1)Networking library system NL1 checks the above-mentioned visitors history (S2)and when the inspection 
by the visitor is the beginningdigital contentsa basic abstract contrast tableand contrast table creation software are transmitted to a visitor 
(S3). When a visitor's access history is checked (S2)the viewer information on accumulation information to the past (information on the style 
of handwriting which a visitor uses as an object for a displaycharacter sizethe number of lines of a display pageand the number of characters 
of 1 end of a road)If the newly acquired present viewer information is compared and (S4) differs from those viewer information mutuallythe 
display to which warning and change are urged to a visitor will be performed (S5). 

[0034]If tt will confirm whether ** is inserted in (S4) and an individual abstract contrast table if there is no change in the past viewer 
information as a result of comparing both the above-mentioned viewer information (S6)and ** is inserted in the individual abstract contrast 
tableln order to display **an underlineetc. as the digital contents after a ****** pagethe existing individual abstract conversion table is 
transmitted to a visitor (S7). In this caseif ** is not filled inthe first digital contents and existing individual abstract contrast table from a page 
are transmitted to a visitor (S8). It may be made to set up the page number of sheets which transmits at this time. 

[0035]In a reader terminalthe contents of a report of digital contents and the contents of an individual abstract contrast table or the basic 
abstract contrast table are displayed in piles transparentand memowriting of an underlineand insertion of ** can be performed here (S9). That 
isby performing memowriting of an underlineand insertion of ** to an individual abstract contrast table or a basic abstract contrast tab leas 
memowriting of an underlineand insertion of ** were performed to the digital contents themselvesit is displayed. 

[0036]As shown in drawing 4 a actual memoan underlineand ** are held by a page identifiera line identifierand the character number identifier 
with position informationandmoreoverare indicated like the display example shown in drawing 5 (1) corresponding to the character concerned 
of the line of the page of digital contents concerned concerned (written in). 

[0037]And the end of an inspection is judged based on the finish information sent by the visitor at the time of the end of an inspection (S10)If 
it judges that networking library use is unfinished (S10)When iton the other handjudges that networking library use was completed (S10)return 
to Step S1 point to the digital contents memo addition server 15and The contents of a memoan underlineand **These insertion points are 
filled innetworking library system NL1 collects the newly made individual abstract contrast tables (S11)they are overwritten and saved in the 
existing individual abstract contrast table (S12)and inspection processing is ended (S13). 



[0038]By the waywhen predetermined digital contents are deleted from a networking library (S21)When it confirms whether the individual 
abstract contrast table corresponding to the above-mentioned predetermined digital contents exists (S22) and the above-mentioned 
individual abstract contrast table existsit is reported using a visitor's e-mail address that the digital contents concerned are deleted (S23). 
After fixed time passes since this noticea system carries out return processing of the individual abstract contrast table with an E-mail at the 
visitor concerned (S24). Thenthe contents concerned are deleted from a system (S25). Thusif the visitor who was creating the individual 
abstract contrast table about the digital contents which should delete deletion information (informationincluding a deletion digital contents 
namea deletion stageetc.) is notified before deleting digital contentslt means notifying the visitor who was perusing digital contents beforeand 
digital contents can be prevented from being deleted by not knowing. 

[0039]If the number of characters of the memo accumulated in personal information and the server 14 for mail addresses increases and an 
individual abstract contrast table exceeds the line concerned which is the page concernedWhen personal information and the server 14 for 
mail addresses judgepersonal information and the server 14 for mail addresses give each the same notes number for a memo by dividing into 
twoholds the 1st memo in the lower part of the character concemedand holds the 2nd memo to the last page. Personal information and the 
server 14 for mail addresses give a notes number to the abstract contrast table classified by the said piece with a sequence number. The 
divided memo is divided next time also at the time of an inspectionand is displayed. By supplementary explanationtwo or more memos can be 
insertedthe mutually near character part can be approached mutually and a lot of different memos can be added to it. 

[0040]When transmitting the digital contents after the page in which ** is inserted to a visitora visitor specifies the transmitting number of 
pages and it may be made to transmit the digital contents after this specified page to a visitor. 

[0041] Ac cording to above-mentioned working examplevia an abstract contrast table it not only sees the digital contents of the networking 
library provided via a networkbut visuallywriting a memoa memoand the underline to which cautions are urged to digital contents — 
*#****since things are made and ** can be inserted in digital contents** which can write in substantially a memoa memoand the underline to 
which cautions are urgedwithout changing the digital contents themselvesand expresses progress of reading can be inserted substantially. 
That iseven if it is digital contents which are the public common property which an Electronic Library provideswriting of a memoa memoand 
an underline and insertion of ** can be performed freely. 

[0042]Since a visitor does not manage the written-in information but it is accumulated by networking library system NL1 sideNeed to save 
the written-in individual abstract contrast tableit is not necessary to accumulate Stan inspection candidate can peruse it from every 
terminaland a visitor next time at the time of an inspection. Since a system transmits automatically the above-mentioned contents and an 
individual abstract contrast table to a visitor based on information last timecomplicated processing is on a terminal side needlessly entirely. 
[0043]Since networking library system NL1 side accumulates the individual information which was written in or was inserted as personal 
information and the page of existing ** moreover is not transmitted to a visitora book can be read efficiently. 

[0044]And since the last viewer information and warning are displayed on a visitor and change of viewer information is urged when these 
viewer information differs mutually as a result of contrasting the past viewer information and the present viewer informationA display 
condition can be made regularityand positionssuch as a memo etc. of the accumulated existing individual abstract contrast tablecan be made 
to be always able to respond surelyand can be displayed. 

[0045]Since visitor attestation is carried out when accessing to informationincluding the write-in memo in the accumulated individual abstract 
contrast tableetc.When privacy can be protected and it deletes digital contentsa continuous inspection or reading through can be urged by 
notifying the visitor concerned a priori by E-mail. 

[0046]A visitor can refer to the past written content by returning the visitor concerned an individual abstract contrast table. 
[0047]ln above-mentioned working exampleaithough each server shared the function of the servers 1 1 121314and 15 which constitute 
networking library system NL1 and it has reaiizedthis is made into a minimum configuration and it may be made to realize by putting together 
to one set of a server. 

[0048]That isabove-mentioned working example provides the basic abstract contrast table corresponding to digital contents first. When a 
visitor wants to also provide a basic abstract contrast table simultaneously with digital contents at the time of an inspectionand to perform 
individual memowrtting of an underlineand insertion of ** at the place of the request on digital contentsthe above-mentioned abstract 
contrast table is made to write in and insert. The position of the memo written in the basic abstract contrast tablean underlineand ** and the 



information which was written in as for the account of the upper are accumulated in a networking library system as a write-in person 
individual's individual abstract contrast table. 

[0049]An abstract contrast table is provided for every digital contents and every individualcomparing above-mentioned working example with 
conventional technologyand a memoan underlineand ** are filled in to the above-mentioned abstract contrast tableand the digital contents 
and the above-mentioned abstract contrast table after the page in which ** was inserted are transmitted to a visitorand it differs greatly in 
that it displays in piles simultaneously. 

[0050]In above-mentioned working examplesince the point of the composition on a general view of the contents which are the frameworks of 
digital contents is prepared for every contents as a basic abstract contrast tableEven if two or more of other visitors access digital 
contentseach visitor can be provided with a corresponding basic abstract contrast tableand memowriting of an underlineor insertion of ** can 
be performed to the above-mentioned abstract contrast table. 

[0051 ]If writing or insertion of** is performedreference of the others can be eliminated by carrying out accumulation management of the 
contrast table concerned as a visitor's individual information (for examplea visitor identifier and the digital content identifier concerned). To 
for this reasonthe digital contents which are the common property perused in common. ** can be inserted in memossuch as a memothe 
writing of an underlineor a pause of an inspectionand privacy can be protectedwithout being touched by the others' eyes since the abstract 
contrast table where writing and insertion were performed is moreover managed individually. 

[0052]Since the basic abstract contrast table corresponding to digital contents is managed in the number-of-pages number from a head 
pagethe row number from the head line of the page concernedand several [ No. ] character itembasic constitution can be carried out in the 
number of characters for every line for every pageand the outline composition of the contents concerned can be held for the small amount of 
information. 

[0053]Since he does not need to be conscious of where the visitor wrote in the memo and the underline or whether ** was inserted and 
accumulation management of the insertion of an underline is carried out to a Hne for every characterthe underline and the underline writing of 
only one character which straddled can also realize a line. Since management accumulation of the position of a memo and ** is carried out by 
the virtual row number and a character number in the case of a figure and a tableit can write in arbitrary positions. 

[0054]Above-mentioned working example namelyvia a Local Area Network or a wide area networkln the networking library which provides the 
function for which a visitor peruses the digital contents saved electronically with an electronic techniqueThe basic abstract contrast table 
providing means which provides the basic abstract contrast table where it corresponds to digital contents predetermined [ of the above-

[0057]Above-mentioned working example considers the memo of the long number of characters exceeding the above-mentioned number of 
characters in the above-mentioned line as supplementary noteslt is an example of the networking library system which has a means to give 
supplementary notes consecutive numbers automatically to both by the side of a memo and supplementary notesand to accumulate the 
above-mentioned supplementary notes in them moreover in the tail end of the above-mentioned individual abstract contrast table. 
[0058]The display style of handwriting used in order that above-mentioned working example may peruse the above-mentioned digital 
contents The viewer information accumulation means which accumulates at least one of character sizethe number of lines of a display 
pageand the numbers of characters of 1 end of a road in the above-mentioned individual abstract contrast table as viewer informationWhen 
the viewer information which the visitor of the 2nd henceforth sent out differs from the viewer information accumulated in the above- 
mentioned viewer information accumulation meansthe account of the upper The warning message which shows that it differslt is an example 
of the networking library system which has a viewer information transmission means which transmits the above-mentioned viewer information 
accumulated before to the above-mentioned visitor. 

[005 9] Above-mentioned working example is an example of the networking library system which has an individual abstract contrast table 
reading means in which only the visitor corresponding to the above-mentioned individual abstract contrast table can peruse the above- 
mentioned individual abstract contrast table currently accumulated and held. 

[0060]The deletion information reporting means which notifies an applicable visitor of deletion information with an E-mail before carrying out 
the above-mentioned deletionwhen above-mentioned working example is deleted [ the above-mentioned digital contents ] from the above- 
mentioned networking librarylt is an example of the networking library system which has an individual abstract contrast table returning means 
which returns an applicable visitor automatically the above-mentioned individual abstract contrast table by which inspection use is not carried 
out more than the maintenance period set up beforehand by E-mail.
